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LICENSE FEES CUT - Effective March first the price of the ham license will be 
§4.00 again - that's for a new or renewal - with a modification of a license 
costing $3.00. The ARRL effort to have the license fees eliminated was re- 
jected completely. Since the moneys collected by the FCC are fed directly to 
the Treasury, they are a tax, not a fee in payment for a service. This con-_ 
cept came close to eliminating the charges entirely - and this may still be 
possible for the future. 


The Commission says that it does not have the personnel to take on the job of 
returning overpayments made after March first, so there will be no refunds. 

It is up to amateurs to get the word on the license fees and send in the cor- 
rect amount. Overpayments on licenses before March first will be refunded, 

as always. As a matter of interest - CB licenses will go down from $20 to $4, 
also effective March first.

"OSCAR" FACTS IN A CAPSULE: Seven Amateur Radio Satellites have been launched 
since 1961; the latest (OSCAR 7) lifted off on November 15th courtesy of NASA, 
one of three satellites riding on a single rocket launched from Vandenberg Air 
Force Base in California. The other two "hitchhikers" were a weather satel- 
lite and a Spanish satellite to measure the electron content of the ionosphere 
OSCAR 7 circles the earth at an altitude of 876 miles and weighs 65 pounds; it 
was built by amateurs from Australia, Canada, Germany and the United States, 
most of whom work in the aerospace industry. If building the satellite had

EDITORIAL: The following editorial is reprinted from the "Squelch Tale" of 
the Chicago FM Club, December edition, as written by Larry Kenney, WB9LOZ, 
editor of the newsletter who is turning the job over to another member. The 
“Squelch Tale" is certainly a top-notch club paper and the words in parting of 
their editor are worth reading.

"The operating habits of many of our member and non-member repeater users 
leave much to be desired. There is a great lack of courtesy, common sense and 
knowledge of amateur rules and regulations. It's apparent that people don't 
think or listen before they push the mic button." 


"You hear random keying, excessive IDing, doubling, time-outs, the shuffling 
of people out of QSOs, breaking into OSOs for idiotic, insignificant signal 
reports, the use of the repeater to talk a mile or two, half-hour QSOs where 
nothing was said, round tables with four, five or more participants during 
rush hour, simplex operation on .16 when someone has timed out the machine, 
etc., etc. To put it bluntly, many Operators just don't seem to give a damn!! 
They don't care if they tie up the system for four or five hours a day, every 
day. They want to talk, and come hell or high water, they're going to talk!!" 


"There are now approximately 200 members in this club. They paid their dues 
tossupport either one or both of our repeaters. You don't hear a lot of 
these members anymore, and many will not be renewing. Why should they sup- 
port a repeater that they can't use or can't even listen to?" 


"Let's get it together; folks. Think before you pick up that mic and talk. 
Listen to what's going on. Have a little consideration for other users of 
the repeater, Help newcomers, and courteously advise them of what they're 
doing wrong. Don't tie up the repeater for useless chit-chat that would be

"BUBBLES" ANYONE?- A new technique to create man-made bubbles in the upper 
atmosphere will increase the range of VHF radio Signals by reflection, scien- 
tists say, as a result of tests made at Stanford Research Institute. The 
bubble is produced by heating the ionosphere with a beam of short-wave radio 
signals from a ground-based "heating transmitter." The principle is similar 
to that used in microwave ovens and is most suited for the "public service 
band" on VHF. Each bubble is about 100 miles in diameter and 10 miles thick.
